St. Louis county had a $234.,- 
385 excess of income over ex- 
penditures last year, County 
Auditor Clarence H. Haekman 
told the County Council yester- 
day. This is the first surplus 
accumulated by the county in 
the last four years. 

The surplus and the cash on 
hand will permit a budget of 
$5,763,000 for the current year, 
Hackman said. This is about 
$500,000 higher than the basis 
used by County Supervisor Lu- 


man F. Matthews in estimating | 


revenues previously, and will 
allow restoration of some items 
he had cut. to achieve his $5,- 
263,030 preliminary budget. 
That budget had included 
salary accounts for only eight 
months in five departments. 
The final budget has not been 


set. 

Although about 500 restau- 
rants in the county have been

WASHINGTON, March 20 
(AP)—The Post Office Depart- 
ment is worrying about mail 
deliveries to those who might 
be bombed out in a surprise 
enemy attack. . 
, It wants $250,000 to buy 
25,000,000, change of address 
cards for just such an emer- 
gency. 

The department's plans were 
outlined to the House Appro- 


priations Committee in recent 
budget hearings. 

The general idea, department 
officials explained, is to stock 
the cards near critical areas 
and distribute them among 
evacuees. That would serve the 
purpose of keeping the 
mails moving and helping rela- 
tives trace refugees. 
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are carefully selected § and

Said, “and safeguards have 
been set up to protect the 
public.”’ 


One hundred and sixty-eight 
dogs now are being used by 
London police, O‘Connell said. 
Because of its success, the pro- 
gram there is to be increased 
over a five-year period to in- 
clude 272 animals, he said. 

“We were told by London 
police that the dogs are par- 
ticularly useful in tracking and 
apprehending criminals, con- 
trolling groups of hooligans 
and searching for lost persons 
and property,” Aylward said. 

Purse Snatching Reduced. 

“Purse snatching, once a 
major crime problem in Lon- 
don’s Hyde Park area, has prac- 
tically been eliminated by use 
of dogs,’ Aylward continued. 
“While the animals have given 


valuable assistance in making 
arrests and solving specific 
crimes, their deterrent effect 


is even more striking.” 

The three officials declined 
to say what their = specific 
recommendations to the Po- 
lice Board will be, but stated: 
“It is our definite conclusion 
that crime conditions which 
cause serious difficulty in St. 
Louis are similar to those 
which have been met success- 
fully by the use of dogs in 
London.”

The practice of paying con- 
stables and deputies fees for 
process serving when they are 
paid salaries for the perform- 
ance of such duties has been 
criticized by the Magistrate 
Committee of the Bar Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis. Constables 
receive $7000 a year and depu- 
ties $3600 and they are not 
authorized to collect additional 
renumeration.

“the admitted practice of the 
constables and their deputies 


of accepting ‘gifts’ and ‘tips’ 
for the performance of their

The fire prevention and safety 
bill introduced in the state legis- 
lature by Senator Albert M. Sprad- 
ling Jr., is badly needed. 

The nursing home law, which 
became effective a year ago, good 
legislation, came after a series of 
major catastrophes in homes for 
the aged in Missouri. Many people 
feel this law has ended all prob- 
lems having to do with the care 
of the aged in Missouri. 

The nursing home law was 
written and intended to be com- 
bined with the law establishing a 
fire prevention and public safety 
law; without the latter many ‘boot- 
leg-homes’ would still be allowed 
to exist. These homes, in every- 
thing but name, are nursing homes. 
By calling themselves boarding 
houses, retaining exactly the same 
people under care, the same per- 
sonnel, they avoid regulation. 

Will it necessitate a holocaust 
there, or in a school, lodge hall, 
night club or theater to give Mis- 
souri a fire prevention and safety 
law to protect its citizens? 

As most ethical and conscien- 
tious operators of nursing homes 
in Missouri can testify, we asked 
for eight years for a nursing home 
law of value for Missouri. Our 
efforts, until the Warrenton fire, 
accomplished nothing, just as our 
efforts now for the fire preven- 
tion bill meet with no success. 

The tragedies in the past can 
be laid at the door of public in- 
difference. When the next catas- 
trophe happens, as it will happen, 
at whose door is it to be laid? We 
need the help and support of the 
general public for the protection 
of Missouri citizens.

The Navy's Reserves 
Your editorial calling for a re- 
newed effort to keep our reserve 
forces better trained to meet the 
needs of the theoretical future 
war is well taken and is certainly 
in keeping with the policy that 
has consistently been advocated 
and practiced by the United States 

Navy in its reserve program. 
The Naval Reserve program is 
now being oriented to insure an 


immediate response in case of 
war which we all realize could 
come suddenly and without warn- 
ing. Mobilization planning and 
training are, therefore, directed 
to two goals—quick, automatic re- 
sponse, and high combat capa- 
bility. If war should come, the 
Navy — within 24 hours — would 


have approximately 45,000 reserv- 
ists at sea manning extra ships, 
or in the air flying anti-subma- 
rine patrols. 


It will take until the end of 
1960 before this reorganization be- 
comes completely operative, but 
some parts are already in opera- 
tion. Under this program, the 
Navy will have a reserve which 
can be depended upon as a fight- 
ing force within hours of the time 
a war Starts. It also provides for 
a natural dispersal of the reserve 
training ships and makes it im- 
possible for an enemy to knock 
them all out in one blow.

It is disappointing to hear that Secretary of 
Defense Neil McElroy has been overtaken by 
what seems to be a spirit of lassitude and 


resignation carrying with it strong indications 


that there will be no basic reorganization of 
the Pentagon. When he took office last Oc- 
tober high hopes were held that he would 
master the Pentagon bureaucracy. Now dis- 
turbing reports come from Washington that 
the bureaucracy seems to be mastering him. 

It is Secretary McElroy’s job to give this 
nation the best defense possible. It is not his 
job to defend the national budget, the Ad- 
ministration, the Republican National Com- 
mittee, or the vested interests of the armed 
services. Several times he has said that he 
was going to straighten out the Pentagon; and 
several times President Eisenhower has said 
that he was behind him in his efforts. 

What has to be done has been apparent 
for many months. The Joint Chiefs of Staff 
system obviously is not working. Harmful 
service rivalries are rife. Millions of dollars 
are being wasted. The missiles-mess still exists 
and is even one of the prime causes for the 
controversy over Army, Navy and Air Force 
service roles and missions. Although the 
space age is on the threshold, there is no as- 
surance that even the concepts of strategy 
for today are clearly defined. 

The whole story in a nutshell is told by 
what is said to be happening with Secretary 
McElroy’s decision to increase the military 
budget by 1.5 billions next year. After de- 
ciding that spending ought to go up by that 
amount, the Secretary is reported to have 
asked the Joint Chiefs of Staff to develop a 
program for the use of the money. They re- 
plied that as a body they lacked the techni- 
cal resources to chart a detailed program. 

Mr. McElroy therefore had to turn to the 
three services individually, each of which 
does command technical planning resources. 
What he got from them, however, was not a 
single program for spending 1.5 billions in 
the way best. addressed to over-all national 
security, but three separate programs, each 
drafted from a special-interest point of view. 
As could have been predicted, the Air Force 
program gave the lion’s share of the funds 
to the Air Force, the Army’s program gave it 
to the Army, and the Navy’s to the Navy. This 
leaves the Secretary just where he was before. 


True enough, the labor of straightening out 
the Pentagon is somewhat like that which con- 
fronted Hercules when he undertook to clean 
— Augean stables. But the task is far 

impossible. Elihu Root, like Mr. McEl- 
roy, knew nothing about military affairs when 
he was talked into becoming Secretary of 
War from 1899 to 1904. Yet Root put his 
mind to the task and, backed by Presidents 
McKinley and Roosevelt, brought the military 
managerial revolution to this country. 


He broke the power of the squabbling Army 
bureau chiefs, established a general staff, in- 
stituted officer schools and reorganized the 
Army thoroughly. As Newton Baker, who 
became Secretary of War under President 
Wilson, remarked: “Without that contribu- 
tion from him, the participation of the United 
States in the World War would necessarily 
have been a confused, ineffective and dis- 
creditable episode.” 

There is no reason why Secretary McElroy 
could not go ahead just as Elihu Root did. 
The entire Defense Department needs the 
same kind of housecleaning that Elihu Root 
gave the War Department at the turn of the 
century. 


Professionally Qualified 


The newly-created Missouri Mental Health 
Commission has done well in selecting a 
psychiatrist of outstanding professional quali- 
fications as executive director of the State 
Division of Mental Health. Dr. Addison M. 
Duval is assistant superintendent of St. Eliza- 
beth’s hospital, a mental institution in Wash- 
ington, and professor of psychiatry in the 
George Washington University Medical school. 

It is unfortunate that Dr. Duval’s commit- 
ments will not permit him to take over the 
Missouri post until May of next year, but 
meanwhile he will aid the commission in the 
selection of an assistant director and the set- 
ting up of a program. 

Dr. Duval will supply the foremost of Mis- 
souri’s many lacks in the field of mental hy- 
giene—a professionalty qualified director. The 
situation he will step into is far from an easy 
one, and we trust he knows it. Little if any- 
thing will be possible unless the Governor, 
the Legislature and the people are willing to 
put up the money. Missouri needs to train 
psychiatrists and hospital personnel. It needs 
a program for care of the aged, to take senile 
custodial cases out of mental hospitals. It 
needs new buildings, new equipment. 

It is, in fact, a challenge to the profes- 
sional leadership Dr. Duval will represent. 


We wish him good luck in a vital job. 


Beyond the Little Game 


On the question of speeding up public 
works projects already authorized, the White 
House and Congress appear to be playing a 
game. 

When Congress solemnly passes a resolu- 
tion calling upon the President to speed up 
spending on military construction and hous- 
ing, it is asking him to do what he has al- 
ready announced he is doing. 

And when the White House, on the same 
day, makes a suitably fanfared announcement 
that officials have been “directed” to speed 
up sewer and water loans, college housing 
loans and loans for urban renewal, public 
housing and rural electrification, the object 
is to give the appearance of anti-recession 
activity without changing existing policies 
very much. 

The fact is that the President cannot “di- 
rect” a speedup of such loans merely by is- 
suing a press release, Every one of these 
projects requires a borrower as well as a 
lender, and the borrowers—cities, counties, 
universities, districts—are unlikely to rush 
for loans simply because the White House has 
announced a “speedup.” Many of them, es- 
pecially the municipalities, are strapped for 
cash themselves and could not take on new 
work of this sort without imposing new taxes 
which would defeat the purpose of an emer- 
gency public works 

More important than political “speedup” 
gestures is a determination to act massively 
when the right time comes. 

We think the Administration is justified in 
postponing a decision on tax cuts for 
six weeks or two months.

Who Supports the City? 


Though St. Louis faces financial. peril, 
State Senator Hartwell G. Crain of St. Louis 
county is raising an old and answerable ob- 
jection to the earnings tax bill. The Crest- 
wood Republican objects to increasing this 
tax on county residents because they “have 
to pay enough taxes” and cannot vote on it. 

The county Senator’s argument was an- 
swered five years ago by the County Super- 
visor, Luman Matthews. He said persons de- 
pendent on the city in many ways “should be 
willing to pay some share of the costs of the 
government of the city, since that govern- 
ment furnishes them with many services.” 

It is not true that county residents lack a 
voice on this issue. They do have a voice, 
through their legislators. And it would not 
serve them to turn their voice against a city 
that serves the county and state so well. 

St. Louis needs both more understanding 
and more voting support from the legislators, 
and is entitled to know where they stand. So 
far the Senate Ways and Means Committee 
alone has shown how its members stood. It 
voted 9 to 2 for the Hogan bill, which would 
let the city voters raise the earnings tax up 
to a maximum of four fifths of 1 per cent.

A British View of the Slump 


Despite Downturn Here and Abroad, This May Be a 


From The Economist, London 


How great is the danger that the 
eurrent recession in America may 
deepen and drag the free world into 
a slump? This is a matter on which 
all prudent men will still hedge 
their bets. But one thing can be said: 
in one respect, both in the United 
States and outside it, the recession 
of 1958 is not yet behaving exactly 

as the formbook 


suggests.

evergreen. That, to many people, 
has seemed to be the most signifi- 
cant feature of news from America. 


On the one hand, there has been 
a continuing decline in almost all 
the indices of American activity— 
which show what was happening in 
the American economy up to last 
quarter, or to last month, or (more 
rarely) to last week. On the other, 
throughout this period of relentless 
statistical illustration of depression, 
there has been an almost presump- 
tuous firmness in stock market prices. 


The Dow Jones average for indus- 
trials has picked up from 437.80 on 
Feb. 27 to 454.60 on March 12. In 
these last two weeks, those Ameri- 
cans who have been backing their 
forecasts with their money, rather 
than merely with their political or 
journalistic reputations, have been 
forecasting that there will be no real 
slump. 

How far is it wise to pay regard to 
them, to look at these crystal gazers 
rather than in the book? There are

two reasons why Wall Street's crys- 
tal-gazing should not be discounted. 
First, the buying in New York is 
now very largely institutional and 
modern American investing institu- 
tions ought to be rather good at as- 
sessing what is likely to happen to 
their economy; they certainly take 
a lot of trouble about it, employing 
a lot of economists to study trends. 


Secondly, even if the majority of 
these expert institutions are wrong in 
their assessment of what should now 
happen to the American economy, 
there is likely to be some built-in 
resistance to their being quickly 
proved so. For they are in a sense 
principals, as well as prophets, in 
the matter. They are of the same 
stock as the business men who, it 
had been feared, might start a great 
depression by running for shelter 
in their real investment program. 


So far, the same label of confi- 
dent recession applies to Europe as 
well. The second great apprehension 
of 1958, side by side with the thesis 
that American investment might be 
quickly affected by a serious reces- 
sion, was that whenever America 
even sneezed (as it already has done) 
the rest of the world would catch 
pneumonia. It was assumed that 
quite early in the downturn there 
would be a large movement of funds 
across the exchanges. 


It is true that this did not happen 
in 1953-54, but in that recession 
there were said to be a number of 
special factors that had not been 
present in 1949: most notably, pro- 
duction was expanding so rapidly in 
Europe (especially in Germany) that 
world demands for raw materials 
was kept up. 

The striking thing about the re-

Righting a Wrong From the Washington Post 


The Supreme Court has providen- 
tially saved the United States Army 
from itself. In insisting that it pos- 
sesses power to brand enlisted men 
as security risks by giving them a 
less-than-honorable discharge on the 
basis of associations and activities 
prior to their induction, the Army 
has been insisting upon power to do 
what is manifestly unjust and ad- 
mittedly illegal. 

The court cut through legalism and 
ruled not only that it had jurisdic- 


ity to issue discharges, intended that 
the type of discharge to be issued 


should be determined solely by the 
soldier's military record in the Army. 
Any other interpretation would raise 
the gravest constitutional and ethical 
questions. 

We think, as we said many months 
ago when these discharges were first 
in the news, that the Army’s practice 
has been indefensible in terms of the 
American tradition of fair play. The 
Army is, of course, at liberty to re- 
ject anyone for service if it consid- 
ers him a security risk on the basis 
of his pre-service behavior. It is 
also at liberty to discharge dishonor- 
ably any service man who misbe- 
haves while in uniform. But to in- 


‘Confident Recession’ 


1949, not the special circumstances 
of 1953-54, are indeed occurring 
again. But none of the secondary re- 
percussions on confidence is. 

Production in most countries of 
Europe, including Germany, has vir- 
tually stopped rising; in some of the 
marginal high cost industrial coun- 
tries—such as Belgium—it is quite 
definitely falling. Commodity prices 
are down. Sterling has just recovered 
from a crisis in which many foreign- 
ers thought that it would be de- 
valued. 


Yet, in these most unpropitious of 
circumstances, foreign exchange is 
still flowing wherever the interest it 
can earn is highest, including most 
notably into London, without any 
murmured fear of currency deprecia- 
tion. If a real American slump was 
expected, then everybody knows that 
devaluation of other currencies 
against the dollar would again be 
mooted; the conolusion is inevitable 
that European bankers, like Ameri+ 
can investors, do not think that the 
slump is going to happen. 


They may, of course, be wrong. 
The snowball of lost confidence may 
one day start rolling all the more 
dangerously for having been so long 
suspended above the point of ava- 
lanche. But, at the moment, the evi- 
dence does not point that way. It 
seems more sensible to suppose that, 
for reasons that lie in the obscure 
borderland between economic analy- 
sis and social psychology, the great 
purveyors of capital may have at this 
juncture a high degree of resistance 
to panic. 

If so, this is not only a singular 
piece of economic good fortune; it 
may also be the most important cur- 
rent fact in the free world, for which 
a major slump would be unmitigated 
political disaster.

RUNNING OUT. OF IDEAS © 


for Lenten meals? No wonder; 
it's no easy chore to keep 
menus interesting during these 
weeks of fast. Of course we 
have fo new foods to offer 
you as a solution to your prob- 
lem; the best we can do is to 
suggest a few new tricks with 
the old standbys. 

That's why we chose the fea- 
ture on this week’s page—as 
an example of how fish can 
be given a slightly different 
twist through the use of an 
unexpected seasoning. Now, if 
ever, is the time to learn your 
way around with’ spices and 
herbs; 
wonders with the bland Lenten 
foods. | 

One more thing: Are you 
sure that- you are making use 


of all convenience 
foods? For instance, Italian- 
style canned and packaged 


foods can add variety and be 
a great help. Packaged spa- 
ghetti dinner with mushrooms 
is quick and easy; canned spa- 
ghetti sauce with mushrooms 
makes fish, eggs, and macaroni 
dishes something extra-special. 
Cheese ravioli in cans is an- 
other possibility—those little 
square macaroni pies with 
their fluted edges have a sa- 
vory, nutritious cheese filling 
and need only to be heated 
for an ideal meatless quick 
lunch or a time-saving dinner. 

Serve with a salad of mixed 
greens tossed in an anchovy 
dressing made by combining 
six tablespoons olive oil, three 
tablespoons vinegar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, one 
clove of garlic, one teaspoon 
prepared mustard and two an- 
chovy fillets, finely chopped. 
Place in a covered jar and 
shake well; chill in the refrig- 
erator, but be sure to shake 
thoroughly again before 
serving.

Now for our weekly trip 
through the fruit and vegetable 
departments. (There is no point 
in discussing the meat situa- 
tion, since there have been no 
changes of importance). 

Apples are still the outstand- 
ing buy among the fruits. But 
remember that their storage 
life is about over. You may 
note a slight tightening of 
price on those in the best con- 
dition, but there are still plenty 
of good apples which are fine 
for immediate use and which 
are being offered at ridicu- 
lously low prices. 

Better enjoy the fine grape- 
fruit now in the market while 
you can, Produce men warn 
that this year we may not have 
the fruit as late in the season 
as we sometimes do. Grape- 
fruit isn't cheap, but it ts 
fairly moderate in price and 
the quality is really good. 

Nor will you find any bar- 
gains in fresh oranges. Lem- 
ons are a little more expensive 
than they were a few weeks 
ago (due no doubt, to Lenten 
demand) and limes are in the 
high bracket. 

Avocados rate as “moderate” 
in price; those from California 
are excellent in quality. Pears 
are still available, and a few 
prickly pears are showing up 
here and there. 

Yearn for fresh strawberries? 
You might start watching for 
specials on them at some of 
the stores. Carload shipments 
are expected to start any time 
now. You should find some 
fair prices on pineapples, which 
are increasing in supply and 
ore improvement in qual- 

ty. .- 
Luxury-priced fruits include 
South American honeydews, 
plums and grapes. 

A reminder: We do hope that 
you are enjoying the excellent 
hothouse rhubarb now in mar- 
ket at low-to-moderate prices,

In checking over our scrib- 
bled notes, we find that not 
too many fresh vegetables have 
the “good buy” check mark in 
front of them. 

However, we did give car- 
rots a double check, which 
means that they are in good 
supply, very reasonably priced, 
and nice in quality. 

Broccoli also rated the “O. 
K.” mark, as did celery. You 
can find some celery which is 
quite cheap, but for just a 
little more money (but still in 
the moderate category) you can 
enjoy some Arizona celery 
which is outstanding. 

We really got enthusiastic 
about fresh mushrooms; not 
only did we check them but we 
underlined “good buy” twice— 
and ended up with an exclama- 
tion point. This is really good 
news, when you consider how 
many ways they can be used in 
Lenten meals. 

Potatoes have been working 
up, slowly but steadily, and this 
may continue until we get ade- 
quate supplies of new potatoes. 
Don’t misunderstand us; this 
doesn't mean that the good old 
spud is expensive—it still is 
one of the cheapest vegetables 
you can buy, but the trend is 
upward. 

Sweet potatoes, on the other 
hand, have not advanced in 
price; the homegrowns seem

Club Notes From 
“Y’ in Africa

WHEN Sue Stille was on her way to war with ‘the Brit- 

ish, as a Y.W.C.A. worker on loan to the British Army in 
World War II, she had an unexpected overnight stay in 
the town of Kampala, Uganda, Africa.

: we were bumped from the 
plane for someone more 
important,” explained 
Miss Stille, who isn’t one 
to fancy Up the facts. “I 
looked around at the 
beautiful scenery and re- 
marked casually, ‘What a 
lovely country. I'd like 
to come back and work 
here.’” 

She gives you a signifi- 
cant look.

Fey or not, Miss Stille, 
who attended the twenty- 
first national triennial 
convention of the 
Y.W.C.A. here this week, 
wore a badge which

“I expect to go back for two more years,” she said, 
“and then leave Uganda on its own. After that? Oh, I 
expect they'll turn me out to pasture.” 


A long way from pasture, Sue Stille is one 
of the YW’s most valuable workers, one of 17 
American advisory secretaries doing work over- 
seas, a “Y wide world” organizer with a reputation 
as the solver of insoluble problems. As a matter 
of fact, this story would be much more complete, 
except for the fact that every time we cornered 
Miss Stille, at least seven other people moved in 
to talk to her about Africa, Germany, or points 
east and west. 


Part of this “get up and go” characteristic of Sue 
Stille ‘she pronounces it “‘still’) must come from the fact 
that she is a native of Missouri—Unionville. She has a 
sister living in Kansas City but assures you that her Mis- 
souri background is “ancient history, too far back to re- 
vive.” She still regrets that she couldn't go to the Uni- 
versity of Missouri to study journalism, her early ambi- 
tion, because her family moved to Nebraska and she 
couldn't afford the outstate tuition. Instead she went to 
the University of Nebraska. 


HOW DID SHE GET into Y.W.C.A. work? 

“Swam in, I guess,” she said. “Anyway it was through 
camp and recreation work and I soon volunteered for for- 
eign service.” 


During the war years she was sent to Teheran, Iran, 
and spent several years in the Western Desert. She moved 
on to Italy with the Polish Army, and when war was over 
in Europe, began working with displaced persons through 
the World Council of Churches. 


In 1952 she came home and worked around Chicago 
three or four months waiting for an interesting foreign 
assignment, When she heard of the Uganda project she 
grabbed it. 


The Uganda Council for Women had requested that 
the Y.W.C.A. come in and organize clubs for women. On 
arrival in Africa, she set up work in a mud hut with the 
“door open to lizards, millepedes (jumbo cousins of Missouri 
centipedes), mile-long columns of safari ants, and a nosey 
ibis every hour or so.” The latter she describes as “a big 
bird that looks like a chicken with a long nose, strutting 
around on stilts.” 


“Living in a ‘pisa’ or mud hut isn't as bad as it sounds, 
though,” she said, glossing over the discomforts of her early 
days. “It's comfortable and it's the coolest material there 
is. Only trouble is, the outside of your house is always 
flaking away, and if you hang a picture, a Wink of the 
wall comes down.” 


From Kampala, Miss Stille traveled into the 
bush country, often waiting until an elephant 
blocking the road moved on. “The signs say that 
elephants have the right of way,” she said. “I had 
no notion of disputing such an obvious fact.” 

At first she called on the “muruka” or village 
chiefs and obtained permission to organize clubs. 
Meetings were held in any available place, in the 
simpler villages, in groves of trees or “shamba” 
(gardens) or hats, in the cities, in schools, She 
was encouraged by the interest of the women, by 
the fact that many of them walked half a day to 
a meeting spot to hear of “this new thing that 
offered new things.” 


“The first 10 clubs were hard to organize,” she said, 
looking back. “Now we have 46, and the chiefs come to 
us and ask us to form new ones.” 


CLUB ACTIVITIES in Africa are not too different 
from Y.W.C.A. clubs in this country. 

“Some of them want to know about nutrition for chil- 
dren and some want to know how to cut out patterns,” 
she said. “Sometimes we have discussion groups or speak- 
ers. Among our more sophisticated groups, who speak 
English, we find a desire to learn about social usages and 
party giving. We have electricity in the cities and some 
of our women want lessons in cooking so we have the elec- 
tric company put on demonstrations for them. And, of 
course, like women everywhere, they're interested in learn- 
ing how to save a shilling.” 


Few of the women are educated, except for perhaps 
two or three years in a mission school, but they are deter- 
mined that their daughters shall be better aducated. There 
is a great move on for more schools. Education for men 
has moved forward at a more rapid rate than education 
for women—“and the women resent this just as we used to 
resent the same situation,” she said. However, in place of 
11 women enrolled in the East Africa College when she 


went there in 1952, there are now 61 with more expected 
next year. 


There are Y-Teen projects in Uganda, and they are 
as interested in world fellowship as their sisters here. Dur- 
ing World Fellowship Week one Y group collected money 
for Korea, another for refugees from Hungary, The awak- 
ening of women and girls throughout Uganda, Miss Stille 
likens to the changing ways of American women during 
our industrial revolution. 

A British protectorate, Uganda seeks to be self- 
governing. This year for the first time, men and women 
will vote, although voting requirements stipulate education 
and property ownership, thus disqualifying most women. 

“We're just getting political parties started,” she 
laughed, “and it's kind of wonderful-awful. They don’t 
know what they're talking about half the time. Come to 
think of it, maybe that’s not so different after all. 

“But the girls are really taking to it in a big way. It 
probably won't be long before we have the League of 
Women Voters there, too.”

Kenneth Rexroth Discusses Its Artistic Climate and Poetry-Jaz anede Which He Originated 


Kenneth Rexroth, a poet of 
note author of the follow- 
ing article, recently received 
the Shelley Memorial award 
of the Poetry Society of 
America. 

Rexroth, one of the San 
Francisco attractions that give 
the Golden Gate her new ar- 
tistic look, is credited with the 
welding of poetry and jazz, in 
which the words are recited to 
the playing of jaztz—a trend 
that traveled across the goun- 
try to Greenwich Village in 
New York. St. Louis will get 
a taste of poétry-jazz concerts 
when Rexroth makes his ap- 
pearance at the Crystal Pal- 
ace, a tavern-theater on Olive 
street east of Grand, begin- 
ning tonight.

“IN THE "TWENTIES they 
went to Paris, in the fifties 
they go to San Francisco.” So 
says the blurb on the dust 
jacket of a popular novel all 
about love and life, both more 
or less wild and free, on Tele- 
graph Hill. San Francisco's lit- 
erary renaissance has sudden- 
ly become good copy in all the 
slick magazines, and in some of 
the pulpier pulps as well. It is 
the New Athens. It is the capi- 
tal of the Beat Generation. It 
is a hotbed of sex and anarchy. 


Of course it is none of those 
things, but simply a city in 
which it is easy and pleasant 
for artists and writers to live. 
Although it has almost no mar- 
kets for writing, paintin 
even music, nevertheless there 
is no doubt but that propor- 
tionately more people inter~ 
ested in the arts live there 
than in any other American 
city. The reasons are not par- 
ticularly difficult to define. 


San Francisco is no longer 
a “wide open town,” although 
it was up until the outbreak of 
World War II. Still, it is a very 
easy-going community. As long 
as you do not harm other per- 
sons or property or make a 
public nuisance of yourself, 
nobody cares very much what 
you do, least of all the guardi- 
ans of law and order. 


San Francisco is one of the 
few large cities in the country 
with no roots whatsoever in the 
Puritan tradition which spread 
westward from New England. 
It was a Spanish fort, a Gold 
Rush boom town, a seaport. 
The type of American culture 
that used to annoy H. . 
Mencken never got a chance to 
get started. 


Prohibition hardly existed. 
Anyone visiting the city in the 
‘twenties and early ‘thirties 
would have found it very hard 
to believe that an amendment 
to the Federal Constitution for- 
bade the sale of intoxicating 
beverages. Its citizens still op- 
erate on the theory that the 
best government is that which 
interferes least with the lives 
of the governed. 


It is a cheap city to live in— 
especially for highbrows. Al- 
though prices are as high as 
they are in New York or Wash- 
ington, wages are very high, 
too. But, most important—it 
is easy to get in the habit of 
spending money for things that 
don’t cost as much as the things 
most Americans like to spend 
money for. San Francisco has 
what might be called a high 
European-style standard of liv- 
ing. Particularly amongst pro- 
fessional people, it is common 
to spend more money on good 
wine and food, books, records, 
entertainment, and less money 
on gadgetry — “consumers 
goods.” 


If a Bohemian is to be de- 
fined as a poor person with the 
appetites of the aristocratic 
rich, the whole city is pretty 
Bohemianized and grows more 
so yearly. 


The fact that the markets 
for literature and art are 80 
far away makes for good feel- 
ing and lack of tension. No- 
body knows or cares about the 
log rolling and wirepulling 
cocktail parties of the New 


_ York publishing and art gallery 


world. Not only is the city small 
enough so that most people 
in the arts know each other 
at least by sight, but they all 
get along pretty well. This dis- 
stance from markets is also 
a distance from intellectual 
fads—another curse of cocktail 
party culture. So writers and 
artists can develop there tal- 
ents with, if they have it in 
the first place, greater indi- 
viduality. 


Artists, possibly because of 
their craft interests, do, I think, 
tend to hang together every- 
where, but in San Francisco, 
unlike New York or London 
or Paris, writers do not usu- 
ally associate mostly with other 
writers. 

My own circle of friends are 
not literary people, they're just 
people, a very wide and diver- 
sified selection of common peo- 
ple. This, of course, makes for 
a certain broadness and natur- 
alness in the writer, but it in- 
dicates’ like qualities in the 
community, too. It is generally

local writers were actively in- 
terested in the labor movement 
—but in the actual labor move- 
ment of American trade un- 
ions, not in some Greenwich 
Village fantasy piped in from 
Moscow. Neither Drop the 
Bomb Now nor All Power to 
the Soviets are very libertarian 
attitudes and it is that—the 
sense and habit of intellectual 
and personal freedom—which 
is most characteristic of San 
Francisco writers as a whole. 


For this reason, writers who 
would never have got to first 
base in New York were wel- 
comed, first published, even 
introduced, across the country, 
to New York editors, by San 
Francisco. Alan Ginsburg and 
Jack Kerouac, those wild eyed 
evangelists of the Beat Genera- 
tion who are currently stirring 
up so much controversy, are 
neither of them San Francis- 
cans. In fact, neither of them 
lived there very long. But San 
Francisco gave them a friend- 
ly, interested environment and 
helped them on their way. 


What Playboy and Esquire 
call the Beat Mystique is not 
very characteristic of any group 
or person in San Francisco; in 
fact, I would say that its home 
was the more impoverished 
sectors of Greenwich Village, 
and, at least according to Play- 
bey, the more bored sectors of 
Madison avenue. 


I am probably the person 
most people think of as most 
characteristic of literary San 
Francisco and I for one cer- 
tainly don't feel in the least 
beat, nor is my life, writing 
enough to support two growing 
girls, in the least Bohemian — 
unless again, you define Bo- 
hemian as I did above. 

Again, the interest in recit- 
ing poetry to jazz did originate 
in San Francisco. In fact, I 
originated it, or at least started 
its popularity. But the notion 
that there is something real 
wild and crazy about it is sim- 
ply part of the widespread mis- 
understanding of what jazz it- 
self is. The distinction between 
jazz and serious music is a 
false one. Jazz is serious music: 
in fact, outside the United 
States, many people think it is 
our only contribution to world 
culture worth taking seriously. 
Poetry and jazz requires skilled 
performers who take the job 
very indeed, careful 
rehearsal, a real feeling for 
poetry on the part of the

Modern jazz is considerably 
above the intellectual level of 
the popular Tin Pan Alley 
lyric. Poetry brings it words 
closer to its own level of ar- 
tistic accomplishment. Jazz 
brings the poet new rhythms, 
new ideas, and a vastly en- 
larged audience. Also cur- 
iously, the spoken voice, read- 
ing poety, seems to swing more 
freely for many musicians than 

oes the singing voice, par- 
ticularly the voice of the stand- 
ard pop ballad singer, which 
seems to antagonize most jazz 
musicians. I believe that it has 
become so popular because 
poetry is really, in spite of the 
cloud of obscurity under which 
it has suffered all this century 
in America, a naturally popular 
art which people will respond 
to if given half a chance. 


And that brings me finally 
to the importance of poetry in 
the life of San Francisco, be- 
cause it is essentially a poetry 
renaissance which makes the 
San Francisco renaissance a 
renaissance. Poetry is cer- 
tainly popular in San Fran- 
cisco and poets are important 
and influential members of the 
community. This is unusual 
in Western civilization and ‘un- 
heard of in America. What 
happened? 

All the factors I have men- 
tloned conspired to make a 
creatively salubrious atmos- 
phere, and especially the dis- 
tance from markets helped to 
concentrate interest in poetry, 
which didn’t have any market 
anyway. The poets were more 
interested than their eastern 
colleagues in reaching the 
public, in saying things the 
public could understand; and 
the public, due to the generally 
prevasive Bohemian highbrow 
atmosphere, was more inter- 
ested in listening. So poetry 
readings became very common. 

The Poetry Center at San 
Francisco State College gives 
several largely attended read- 
ings a month and there are 
many others, in art galleries, 
parish halls, pubs, private 
homes and studios: This has 
led to the production of poetry 
with what is known technically 
as a “public surface,” some- 
thing that ordinary people can 
grasp and enjoy, however com- 
plex the ultimate inner mean- 
ings may be for the specialist's 
interest.

But 
the important challenge is to channél this conflict intelli- 
gently. 

“The only place I know where there is no conflict is in 
the graveyard. If a school official tells me there is no con- 
flict in his school, I know he is: a liar or is so lacking in 
perception that he can’t see it, or is so authoritarian that he 
won't permit anyone to differ with him.” 

Dodson has been concerned with this problem since 
he studied sociology at McMurry College in his native 
Texas. He obtained a master’s degree in sociology at South- 
ern Methodist University and a doctorate at New York Uni- 
versity. The agency he now heads was established 11 years 
ago to work in inter-group relationships. 


“The racial question, of course, is the most 
dramatic, but I believe the inter-faith conflicts are 
even more baffling,” he said. “School integration is 
progressing fairly well now. 

“As for the churches themselves, there has 
been a tremendous return to church—but I'm afraid 
not so much a return to the Lord. Unfortunately, 
many churches today with their extra-curricular 
activities have become a sanctuary from life, a sort 
of country club with a steeple.” 


But he is optimistic about the continuing progress 
toward harmony among individuals and groups, not only 
within the nation but across the world, 


“WE MUST CONTINUE to air issues rather than de- 
pend on intimidation of one another,” he said. “We all know 
that war would destroy our world. 

“We must agree to disagree as agreeably as possible.”

At that, Jesus 
might have escaped challenge 
and the charge of blasphemy 
if He had not kicked over the 
tables of Annas’ money- 
changers and condemned An- 
nas’ animal market. 

Annas pulled his striped robe 
more tightly: around his frail 
frame. He asked Jesus why He 
taught heresy. He also asked 
who the Disciples were, and 
how many. 


“Tt have spoken openly,” 
said Jesus with the soft 
solicitude all Jews reserved 
for the aged, “where all the 
world could listen. I have al- 
ways taught at synagogue 
meetings and in the temple, 
where all the Jews are wont 
to meet. ... Why do you 
question Me?” 


Under the rules of trial pro- 
cedure, Jesus knew—and so did 
Annas—that it was against the 
law to solicit the testimony of 
any except witnesses and cor- 
roborators. Besides, no pris- 
oner, under Jewish law, had to 
undergo preliminary. examina- 
tion. 

“Question those who heard 
what I said. You see,” He said 
patiently, “they know what I 
said.” One of the guards 
walked around in front of 
Jesus and smashed a fist in His 
face: 

“Is this the way you answer 
the high priest?” the guard 
said. 

Jesus shook His head to clear 
the effects of the blow and said 
to the guard: “If 1 was wrong 
in speaking this way, then 
prove Me wrong! But if I was 
right, then why-do you strike 
Me?” 

Old Annas smiled and shook 
his head. The Nazarene was 
famous for’ His just and skill- 
ful answers. The old priest 
got up and ordered Jesus sent 
back to Caiphas. 

The night air was now very 
chilly. There was a wet wind 
out of the west and the temple 
guards shouldered their cloaks 
and built a fire in a brazier. 
They crouched around it in the 
courtyard of the high priest 
and the glow of the coals 
painted their faces in brief, 
ruddy flicks.

Because Jewish faw is based

The charge against Jesus was 
that He did indeed on divers 
occasions proclaim Himself to 
be the Messiah, the true Son 
of God. and in so doing had 
blasphemed. against God and 
had profaned the temple. 


No one asked Jesus how He 
would plead. He stood through- 
out, roped and hobbled of foot. 
When the high priest, as was 
the custom, called upon Jesus 
three times to defend Himself, 
there was no reply. The steady 
eyes of the prisoner moved 
from face to face, from row 
to row, until He had seen 
them all. 


The high priest called 
loudly for any witnesses in 
behalf of Jesus to step for- 
ward now and to testify. The 
words rang around = the 
chamber and caromed into 
silence. No one stood. No 
one came through the door 
to say: “This is a good man. 
This is a man of peace. This 
is the true Messiah come to 
save the 12 tribes.”

rank, and these testified 

with varying degrees of cor- 
roborataion — that they had 
heard Jesus say that, if the 
temple were destroyed, He 
could raise it again in three 
days. But even if Jesus had 


said this (He was actually re- 
ferring to His body as “this 
temple” and the priests under- 
stood Him to mean Solomon's 
temple when He spoke), such 
a statement was not legally 
blasphemy. 

Caiphas was in a ridiculous 
position and saw his case 
against Jesus dying for lack of 
Witnesses who could testify 
Separately to one charge. Still. 
he got to his feet and, in full 
robes and conical hat, pointed 
sternly at the Nazarene and 


sald: “Have You nothing to 
say in Your own defense?” 
The prisoner looked at the 


man and said nothing.

I AM particularly glad to see that our good offices 
with the able mediation of Robert Murphy, United States 
Deputy Under Secretary of State, and Harold Beely of the 
British Foreign Office seem to be bringing about some re- 
sults in the French-Tunisian crisis. 


It will be a very happy thing if understanding 
can come about between France and the three. 
North African states—Tunisia, Morocco and Al- 
geria. The state of war in Algeria is costing France 
a great deal from an economic standpoint, and if 
somehow a political solution could be found which 
allowed them to consider the economic situations 
and to cease the military actions, it would be a tre- 
mendous help both to the people of France and to 
the people of Algeria. 


Actually, France is the natural channel through which 
the relations conducted by these North African states with 
the rest of the West should flow, but sometimes helpful 
solutions ¢an be found by more neutral people who are not 
quite so close to the situation.

which, while not exactly a 
gourmet item, is a full-bodied, 


nutritious preparation which 


should appeal to any family 
with a houseful of kids. 

Like vegetable soup in this 
country, there are dozens of 
variations of pasta e fagioli, de- 
pending on which region in 
Italy your recipe came from. 
It's an excellent one dish meal 
and about as complete a meal 
as you could hope to get in one 


wi. 

This is not THE recipe for 
pasta e fagioli, but it’s one 
recipe and a good one: 

Get a pound of dry beans. 


They can be kidney, navy, black 


or whatever kind you like. Soak 
them overnight in plenty of 
cold water and next morning 
drain them and set them aside. 
Get a quarter of a pound of’ 
fat pork and render it. Remove 
the cracklings, if any, and in 
this fat brown two crushed 
cloves of garlic-and a large 
onion chopped fine. But don't 
let the onion get too brown. 

Combine this with the beans. 
Cut up two sticks of celery, 
leaves and all, and put that in. 
More than cover it with water, 
salt to taste and cook it until 
the beans are tender. 

Now parboil a pound of 
pasta in salted water for six 
minutes, It can be anyone of 
several kinds, but the most 
commonly used is elbow or 
ditali. If you use anything as 
small as spaghetti, break it in 
short pieces. To the pasta add 
two cups of any good, rich 
meat stock. 

Salt and pepper it to taste. 
Some recipes call also for a 
hot pepper, but leave this out 
if the kids are going to eat it. 
Now combine the beans with 
the pasta, and mix it all well. 
Boil it together for 10 minutes 
and serve it over toasted 
French bread.

For instance, if you have 
a ham bone or a ham hock, 
cook this with the beans, along 
with the garlic, onions and cel- 
ery. Scrape the meat off the 
bone and return it to the pot 
just before you mix the beans 
with the pasta, but be careful 
of oversalting. 


You can also use a piece of 
lean beef, such as a pound of 
chuck. Cover the meat with 
water, add the celery and 
onions and cook it until you 
have enough stock to cover the 
beans. Boil the beans in the 
stock, adding the crushed clove 
of garlic. Cut up the boiled 
beef in tiny pieces and mix it 
with the beans and pasta. And 
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so on. You get the idea. Now 
make up your own. 


ALTHOUGH IT ISN’T true 
that the Italians subsist wholly 
on a diet of spaghetti and mac- 
aroni, they do employ pasta in 
a wide variety of ways, and as 
long as we're toying with the 
idea of knowing more about 
pasta than the _ proverbial 
spaghetti and meat sauce, or 
macaroni and cheese, we might 
as well explore one or two.
